Great Amount of Good Being 


Done at Clearfield Institution 


MANYPATIEN^BEJNG TREATED 


Dr. S. C. Stewart and Miss Williams 


Helping Very Materially to Eradi- 
cate the Dread Disease From the 
Community—Work Done Quietly 
but Efficiently. 


The Clearfield tuberculosis dispen- 


sary for the treatment of consumptive 
patients was started June 4, 1908. It 
is situated in the Woolridge building, 
on Market street. 
During this time 


262 patients have been treated. 
Of 


these 262 patients only 41 have died, 
of the remaining 221 patients 28 have 
been treated at the state samtonums, 
Mount Alto and Cresson. There are 
now 67 patients on the dispensary list. 
Of the remaining 129, in 33 of the 
cases the disease has been arrested, 
50 have been improved and the oth- 
ers have moved from the district.

ervision of \ S. C. Stewart, than 
whom there i& "vot a more capable 
physician and st XJ6011 i*1 *ne county. 
Both Dr. Stewart and the superin- 
tendent, Miss Williams, give the work 
at the dispensary most careful and ef- 
ficient attention. 


Although comparatively few per- 


sons are aware that there is a tuber- 
culosis dispensary in Clearfield, that 
institution has been in existence six 
years, and in that time has given 
proof of its being needed in the com- 
munity. 
At present there are about 


80 patients in the dispensary, while 
many patients have been discharged 
cured or very greatly benefited. These 
tuberculosis dispensaries are among 
the most praiseworthy institutions 
maintained by the state and are a 
great blessing to sufferers from tu- 
berculosis who are financially unable 
to meet the expense of private treat- 
ment.

Consumption is an infectious, commit- 
table disease, both preventable and 
curable. The work of the dispensary 
is to instruct the patient in sanitation 
and diet, and to fight the disease as a 
menace to the community and to think 
of the other members of the family 
aside from the patient. 
Clearfleld 


county has two dispensaries, the one 
situated in Clearfield, the other in 
DuBois. Each dispensary has a nurse 
and a physician. 
Dr. Jordan has 


charge of DuBois' dispensary, assist- 
ed by Miss Sara Dunsmore. Dr. S. C. 
Stewart, assisted by Miss Elizabeth 
Williams, is in charge of the Clear- 
field dispensary. 


All examinations and 
treatments 


are free to patients, while paper nap- 
kins, drinking cups and night cups 
are also furnished free to all. Olive 
oil and milk are furnished to all pa- 
tients who need them. During the 
past month 747 quarts of milk was 
furnished to 27 patients. 
The milk 


supply is furnished by local dairymen 
after the sanitation of their dairies 
has been investigated and approved 
by Dr. Stewart in this district. 


Miss Williams, the nurse, visits 


patients in Madera, Irvona, Coalport, 
LaJose, Mahaffey, 
Burnside, Kerr- 


moor, New Millport, Grampian,Wood- 
land and Bigler once a month, carry- 
ing with supplies to 
patients who 


arc unable to come to the dispensary 
and instructing then: how to live. The 
dispensary rooms are open fiom 10 to 
12:30 every Thuisday, and each pa- 
tient vistis the dispensary every two 
w ecks for examination in pulse, respi- 
lation and weight.

Done at Clearfield Institution

The Clearfield tuberculosis dispen- 


sary for the treatment of consumptive 
patients was started June 4, 1908. It 
is situated in the Woolridge building, 
on Market street. 
During this time 


262 patients have been treated. 
Of 


these 262 patients only 41 have died, 
of the remaining 221 patients 28 have 
been treated at the state samtonums, 
Mount Alto and Cresson. There are 
now 67 patients on the dispensary list. 
Of the remaining 129, in 33 of the 
cases the disease has been arrested, 
50 have been improved and the oth- 
ers have moved from the district.

physician and st XJ6011 i*1 *ne county. 
Both Dr. Stewart and the superin- 
tendent, Miss Williams, give the work 
at the dispensary most careful and ef- 
ficient attention. 


Although comparatively few per- 


sons are aware that there is a tuber- 
culosis dispensary in Clearfield, that 
institution has been in existence six 
years, and in that time has given 
proof of its being needed in the com- 
munity. 
At present there are about 


80 patients in the dispensary, while 
many patients have been discharged 
cured or very greatly benefited. These 
tuberculosis dispensaries are among 
the most praiseworthy institutions 
maintained by the state and are a 
great blessing to sufferers from tu- 
berculosis who are financially unable 
to meet the expense of private treat- 
ment.

Each dispensary has a nurse 
and a physician.

All examinations and
